THE FATHERLAND. 



Dr. Miguel's Financial Policy— Pro 
Iiosal to Convert Imperial and 
Prussian Bends- 

Sunday as a Day of Rest— Effects of 
the New United States 
Tariff. 

RERUN, Bopt. 1 —Among the present 
plana of Dr. Miquel, minister of finance, is 
one of an operation to convert tho Imperial 
three and one-half per cent, bonds and tho 
Prussian four per cont. consols into threo 
por aentn. This proposal haB commanded 
tho attention of bankers and investors, from 
whom the initiativo in the matter must 
come, at least nominally, as the government 
will not mako any direob demand for tho 
ohango. Horr von KardoriT will introduco 
u bill in tho roiohsrath to provide that tho 
new three per conte. bo protectod against 
further conversion, and Dr. Arendt will 
father a similar measure in the landtag, 
Councillor Molbhardt, a mombor of tho 
roichsrath, said yesterday if tho proposed 
operation: "Tho Imperial government 
might perhaps hesitate to ejeecuto tho con- 
vorBion in view of the slight decrease of 
revenue from the income tax, but, after all, 
it must accommodate iteolf to tho 
noceBsitiea of the monoy tnarkot. Tho 
present abundance of monoy ia due to tho 
depression of busineBB in America, ThiB 
depression is folt with special keenneas in 
England and Germany. Soon the abun- 
danoe of money will rovivo enterprise and 
things will right themsolveB. The increase 
of German exports to America under tho 
now tariff will not affect the fullnesa of tho 
monoy market, particularly as we shall 
also have heavier imports of American 
goods, but tho revival of trade will bo fol- 
lowed by a stronger tendency to invest in 
A.roerioan Becurities." 

The U. S. consul says that under the 
new tariff the exports trom tho Berlin dis- 
trict to America aro likely to bo doubled. 
Tho change of rates has given an especi- 
ally strong impulse to tho export trado 
in paper, glassware, porcelain, furniture and 
draperies. 

Prince Yamaahina, ncphow of the Em- 
peror of Japan, visited tho Rrupps, in 
Essen, on Wednesday, and yesterday ho 
sent them a heavy order for gunB. Ho 
saya that Japan has dtnp'e funds in her 
treasury, and does not need foreign money. 
She is able to carry on tho war to its con- 
clusion, and demonstrate the rottenness of 
the Chineso empire, without borrowing a 
copper from anybody. The Princo and his 
suite will bo entertained by the Krupps for 
several days. 

Tho annual Catholic congress which Bat in 
Cologno this week adopted with increased 
emphBoU tho former resolutions in favor of 
observing Sunday strictly bb a day of rest, 
tho organir.jtion of trades unions according 
to the principles of Christian social order, 
and making state insurance compulsory for 
all workingmen. 

The directors of the Relohsbank isaued 
yesterday a warning against the so cilled 
reconciliation thalere, which Bhow the Em- 
peror's head on ono side and Bismarck's on 
the other. Theae coins, say the directors, 
are in no respect coloe of the realm. They 
wero uttered by a private concern for pri- 
vate profit, and are not accepted by the 
banks. 



FLOODS IN TEXAS. 

Disastrous Effects of the , Raging Waters— 
The Klo Grande Out of Its Course. 

San* Antonio, Sept. L, — The Southern 
Pacific railway has Btioceedcd iu rebuilding 
tho telegraph wires between this city and 
Uvalde, and other points in the district 
swept by the terrible flood and 
restored communication. Tho number 
of cases of drowning ib not yet 
known, and it will probably be 
several days before the complete reBulta will 
have been received, aa thoro are a number of 
small settlements and towns in the Hooded 
district Bovcrul miles distant from 
railroad aud telegraphic communication 
that cannot bo reached by overland 
owing to tho high waters. The town 
of Bateaville, was caught in the deluge and 
many buildings were swept away. At 
D'hains two children wero drowned, and at 
Uvalde three Mexicun families and six 
other persons met their death in the raging 
waters. Nothing has yet. been heard fromtho 
settlement of 75 families, below Uv-aldo, 
which was believed to have been Bwept 
away, all communication being at ill cut off. 
Tho current of wator from tho Sabinal, tho 
Leoua and Saco rivers is now being 
emptied into the Bio Qrande. The Rio 
Grande is now out of its banks and ia Hood- 
ing the 'valley between Eagle Puss and Rio 
Grande city. Tho Iobs to crops and livo 
tock is very great and cannot bo estimated 
at this time.

Delegates From victoria Visit Tacoma to 
Jlnke Arrangements for F.xhlbltors 
ami Excursionists. 

Tacoma, Wn., Sept. 1, — (Special) — 
Messrs. A. C. Flumorfolt, J. Davies, H. E, 
Connon, T. B. Hall and F, Elworthy, of 
Victoria, arrived here to-day to visit tho 
Interstate fair. They wore shown through- 
out the fair by tho officials and to-night 
thoygavo a dinner at tho Tacoma to tho 
Pair officials. It has been decided to make 
Septombor '22 Victoria day. On that day 
tho round trip rate from Victoria to tho fair, 
including admission, will be §2, and 
tho Victoria gentlemen hero proiniso 
an excursion of at loaet 1,000. All express 
thomsolves aB delighted with the fair. Mr, 
Flumertelt said to-right i " lb goes far bo- 
yond my expectations. Tho Northwest has 
not yot beeuu to appreciate how big and 
how entertaining this fuir ia." Mr. Donald, 
aon, tho speciul collector of customs sent by 
tho U.S. government to tho Interstate Fair, 
says that any portions at Victoria desiring 
to mako an oxliibit horo need pay no duty, 
as tho buildings aro bonded waroliouBCB, 
Packages may bo brokon and duty paid only 
on those goods which are sold.

CROP ESTIMATE. 

The World's Wheat Supply Greater Than for j 
the Last Two Years. 

Buda PESXH, Sept. 1. — Tho annual orop 
estimates issued by the Miniater of Agricul- 
ture are published to-day. The delay in 
thoir issuance has boon duo to tho care be- 
stowed upon the roviaion of tho report. 
According to theBe eBtimatos tho whoat 
orop of the world will bo '2,476,000,000 bush- 
els for 1894, againsti 2,279,000,000 bushels 
for 1893, and '2,280.000,000 bushels the 
official average for the past decade. The 
deficit requiring to be covered by importing 
countries is 301,020,000 bushels for 1891, 
against 370,000,000 buahels in 1893. Tho 
HirpkiH from importing countries ia 444,- 
215.000 bushels, against 378,501 000 bushola 
in 1893. 



THE CHOLERA. 



Increase of the Epidemic in Russian Poland 
and Galicla. 

Vienna, Sept. 1. — It ia reported that tho 
oholera is raging in BuBsian Poland. The 
medical authorities are unable to cope with 
tho diseaae owing to the fact that tho 
inhabitants conceal their Bick and treat 
them in their own way. Tho ohief 
centres of tho diseaso aro Pinczow, Mirohow, 

Stopnica and Dzaloszice, of tho lattor of 
which forty inhabitants are camping in the 
woods. In Galicia yesterday there wore 
two hundred new caBes of cholera and 
ninety-live doaths. In the Bukowina thoro 
woro fourteen cases and ton deaths. 



EASTERN WAE. 



China Wants Funds and Orders the 
Banks to Provide Ten Million 
Taels. 



Japan Orders Guns at Krupp's Foun- 
dry—Fighting' Both by Sea 
and Land. 



London, Sept, 1.— Central News Shang- 
hai advices recoived this morning aay the 
reBuIt of the attack upon Port Arthur is 
not positively known. It is reportod that 
4 500 Japanese troopa were landed and they 
with fourteen war vessels took part in the 
attack. The Chineso government has issued 
orders for 5,000 troops and fleet to proceed 
to Port Arthur and attack the Japonose. 
Eleven Japanese transports convoyed by 
five warahipa have landed 6,000 men and 
500 horses at Chemulpo, whence the entire 
force marched northward. Thirty thous- 
and Japanese troopa in Korea are marching 
northward. Tho Emperor of China has 
ordered four native banks to provide the 
Government with ten million taels to be 
used in prosecuting tho war. It wbb ex- 
pected that a decisive battle would be 
fought yesterday but no news of an engage- 
ment has yet been received. 

A diapatoh to the Standard from Berlin 
aayB: Prince Kamashino, a nephew of the 
Japanese emporor, and a Japanese court 
official paid a visit to Krupp'a iron works 
yesterday, and it is rumored that tho 
Japanese government is about to give the 
Krupps a large order for armament. 

A dispatch to the Times from Shanghai 
says: A Tientsin dispatch from Chineee 
Bourses says that 14 Japanese ships, with 
over 5,000 Iroopa on board, aro attaoking 
Port Arthur. The ChineBe garrison, num- 
bering 5,000 men, and the Chinese fleet 
have been ordered to attack tho Japanese. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 1, — Advicea from Chee- 
foo atate that the Japanese fleot has again 
attaoked Port Arthur. Chineso junkB from 
Nowchwang roport paBaing many corpBOB of 
Japanese soldiers at tho mouth of the 
Tatung river. ThiB is taken aa confirma- 
tion of the report that the Japanese wero 
defeatod on tho river. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 1. — H. M. Miyayawa, of 
Tokio, tho Japanoso con8ul at Lyons, 
Franco, paaaod through tho city today on 
his way to his foreign port. He waa 
formorly conaul at Hongkong and waa 
transferred last November. When seen at 
tho Grand Pacific today he talked freely of 
the war Japan ia waging with China. "I 
am surprised," ho said "that American 
newspapers seem tn know so little about 
our relations with Korea which are most 
friendly. Whon our troops occupiod tho 
Korean capital, a request was made by our 
government that reforms bo instituted. 
Tho king of Korea coneented to this and ap- 
pointed commissioners who are uow at 
work. Tho government, which was very 
corrupt, will bo changed and methods of 
taxation altered.

Only Ono Minister Subscribes to Irish 
Parliamentary Fund— Slgulflcaut 
.Comments. 



Rosebery's Peculiar Position — The 
Prospect Not Pleasant- Open 
Revolt Threatened. 



London, Sept. 1— Mr. Gladstone through 
Baron Twcedmouth, sent tho Irish parlia- 
mentary fund recently a check for £100 and 
cxpresaed his wishes for tho success of the 
Irish cauBo. Baron Twoedmouth also sent 
£100 to tho fund. Tho Evening Herald, 
Parnollito, commenting on the donations, 
says: " This is tho prico of their treachery 
to Ireland. Neither Keogh nor Sadlier 
would have Bold himself bo cheaply." 

THIS CONTRIBUTION, 
following the speech of Mr. Dillon on Wed- 
nesday, when he stated to the government 
that tho Irish parliamentary party would 
bo obliged to reconsider their poaition unless 
tho ministry promptly and plainly declared 
their policy in regard to tho Houso of Lords 
is among tho current political topics. By 
everyboay who diBCusses them, these acts 
are understood to have boon intendod aB a 
timely reminder to Lord Roseboiy to fulfil 
tho promiBe which he gave upon assuming 
the Premiership that tho Ministry would 
maintain the continuity of Mr. Gladstone's 
policy in rogard to Ireland, the key note 
which wub Bounded in Mr. Gladstone's lasb 
speech in tho House of Commons. In this 
memorablo speech, tho ex-preniier denounced 
the Houbo of Lords and advised the people 
to insist upon the abolition of tho veto 
power of the upper body as tht> only serious 
hindrance to tho granting of a full measure 
of Home Rule for Ireland. But Lord Roao- 
bery'a first session of Parliament haa been 
finished without a sign of the Government's 
intention to push 

THEIR PART OK THS PROGRAMME 

and it la notable that Mr. Gladatone's medi- 
ator in tho £100 contribution, Lird Tweed- 
mouth, is tho only member of the cabinet 
who advises the Government party to make 
an anti lorda campaign before the country. 
Lord Rosebery has gono to Dunrobln, 
Scotland, to join the Duke of Sutherland in 
a ahooting party, which consists almost en- 
tirely of peers. Lord Rosebery still en- 
courages his followers to regard him as a 
man of myatory. He suddenly vaniahed 
when Parliament adjourned and upon the 
occaBion of the recent adjournment he quiet- 
ly diaappoared, allowing the papers to pub- 
lish tho atatement that he had gone 
to Switzerland to recuperate, though 
nobody was aware that hia health 
was in the slightest degree impaired. 
It appears that he really went 
to Versailles, but he reappeared in London 
two days later and started immediately for 
Dunrobin, breaking hia journey at Culloden 
for the purpoae of taking his two little sona 
to viBit the graves ot tho Highlander who 
fell fighting for Prince Charlie. The per- 
secal friends of the Premier find him in high 
apirita, but he flatly declines to discuss or 
listen to anything in the shape ot politics. 
He only laugha when he heara his followers 
threaten disaffection, and every way he ap- 
pears to regard himself as thoroughly 

MASTER OF THE SITUATION. 

The other members, of tho cabinet are not 
ao merry at the prospects which confront 
them. They are able to see plainly that it 
is the intention of the Labor and Irish 
parties to go into open revolt during tho 
autumn, and in the meantime it ia equally 
certain that Mr. Labouchore'a section of the 
Radicals will carry out their intention 
of running Parliamentary candidates, 
whose fitBt pledge will bo to 
refuao to aorve under a Premier who is a 
Peer. Tho Labor parly, with a view of 
showing that they do not intend to servo 
the Liberal party through thick and thin as 
heretofore, are arranging to run Tom Mann, 
tho Labor agitator, against Liberal Com- 
moner Fenwick as candidate for secretary of 
tho TradeB 1 Union Congress. 

During tho coming week tho Queen in- 
tends to celebrate tho birth of tho sun of tho 
Duke and Duoheas of York by a great family 
gathering ut Balmoral at which, besides tho 
immediato relations of the rojal family, 
Prince Henry of Prussia will represent tho 
Emperor of Germany aDel tho Czirovitch 
will bo present on behalf of the Czar. The 
family gathoring will last several days and 
will be reploto with appropriate festivities. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 

Northwest Territorial Act Disallowed— Debts 
Incurred for the Purchase of Intoxi- 
cating Lliuiors— Murderer MacWklrrell, 

(From our own CorrosDOndont.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 1. — An order in-council 
haa been passed disallowing the ordinance 
of tho Territorial Aa3embly of tho North- 
woat laat seeaion respecting municipal as- 
sessments and tho collection of ratns on all 
roal estate It revokes bo much ot the 
charter ul tho corporations or companies or- 
ganized under the Dominion as exempts 
Buoh corporationa or companiea from taxa- 
tion. In this rcBpcct it ia trenching on the 
Dominion prorrgativo, and tho law is ultra 
virea of tho Assembly, henoo ita disallow- 
ance. 

Proclamation ia made of tho Territories 
Act bo that aotion will lie for tho recovery 
of debts incurrod in the purchase of intoxi- 
cating liquor. It will not, however, allow 
tho recovery of bar-room dohts. 

The Minister of Justice is not likoly to 
grant a now trial to MacWhirrell, tho Port 
Credit murderer. 



THEY DWARF NIAGARA.. 

Newly Discovered Palls tn Labrador of Stu- 
pendous Magnitude. 

QUEBEC, Sept. 1, — Low and Eaton havo 
returned horo after a 10 mouthB exploration 
of northern Labrador. They asomded tho 
Hamilton river to Grand Falls on tho ice. 
The rivor falls 800 feet in length and six 
miles in width — a clear Btoop full of more 
than 1100 foot. Tho stream above us is as 
largo aB tho Ottawa. Below tho falls it nar- 
rows to a oanyon of only 30 or 40 foot wldo 
with stoop walls on olthcr side, hundreds of 
feot high. These falla dwarf Niagara.

.Resolutions Adopted at the Late Convention 
of Women's Christian Temper- 
ance Unions. 

At the recently closed convention of 
representatives of Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Unions, the resolutions recom- 
mended by tho committees were, in effect, 
adopted as follows : 

To endorse the action taken by Bishop 
Waterson and Apostolic Delegate Satolli. 

To recommend to local unions the pUn of 
organizing all the •W.C.T.U. members en- 
joying the munioipal franchise into a com- 
mittee of franchise, to secure a larger ex- 
pression of opinion on the part of unfran- 
chised women at the polls. That it is the 
duty of every woman whose name appears 
on the voters' list to attend the polls on 
election and deposit her ballot in favor of 
prohibition. 

That the olergy be requested to set apart 
the Sunday next proceeding election day 
for the preaching of sermons upon the re- 
sponsibility attached to the exercise of the 
franchise, and that they endeavor to instil 
into political contests a greator extent of 
Christian principles. 

That the convention counsel all the 
W. C. T.\ U. women to refuse their sup- 
port and influenco to buch candidates for 
Legislative and municipal honors or other 
official positions as are not of Christian us 
■well bb temperance principles. 

That each local Union bo urged to secure 
if possible tho election of school trustees 
favorable to temperance instruction and 
that^the Education Department.be memorial 
ized to assist in obtaining from tho Logislu 
ture an amondmont to the School Actronder- 
ing temperance instruotionjcompuloory to all 
public Bchools. 

That as much injury results from young 
children roaming tho stroets after 9 p.m. 
nnd that there is wisdom in having around 
thorn evory safoguard, tho local unions urge 
upon tho municipal councils the necessity of 
introducing curfew by-laws. 

To emphasize tho importance of bringing 
the male prostitutes of our communities who 
persist in their lifo of shame into as great 
public disrepute as their associates havo ever 
been, and that a reformed woman should 
have the samo chance as a reformed man, 
and that both should havo an equul status 
in society after thoir reformation. 

That owing to the increased number of 
Young Peoples' Sooiotios throughout the 
cities of tho j rovinco, a committee from the 
r.W,C T.U, moot and co-operate with the 
local unions of Epworth Leagues and Chris- 
tian Endoavor at their quarcorly meetings 
lor the purpoBo of interesting such sooietif s 
and gaining their assiBtanco in temperance 
work.

Tho British vessels Conishead, 
Endora, Australia, Talua and Stockbridge 
and the German ship Maris Hackfeld havo 
all hnen chartered during tho week to load 
for Europe and half a dozen others will go 
to South America and Hawaii. In cmso- 
qucnoo the out'.ook along the front is much 
more hopeful, but just at prosont business is 
dull, as ovorybody is waiting for his neigh- 
bor to mako u move. The price of sugar 
has advanced ono quarter of a cent a pound, 
aud ao a number of regular island traders 
havo been pulled out of Oakland creek and 
put on tho Hawaiian run. The barks S. C. 
Allen aod Andrew Welch, tho burkontino 
VV. H. Dimond and the schooner Aloha aro 
all loading up for Honolulu, and will bring 
back loads of sugar. Their owners expect 
to keep thorn running for at loast two 
months, and tho BurpluB Btock now on tho 
iBl&nds will be rushed into San Francisco. 



CHINESE REVOLUTIONISTS. 

An Organization Formed to Overthrow' tho 
Present Reigning Dynasty. 

New York; Sept. 1.— A special from 
Omaha, Neb., says: A local paper is auth-

His 
honor, who had been in delicate health for 
some time past, rose early on tho morning of 
August 16, and while standing at his toilet 
table his night dress became aoaidentally 
ignited. Before heeucoeeded in putting out 
the flames he was burned about tho upper 
part of the body. His shouts awakened his 
servant, who with his valet was soon on the 
spot. His honor, who had lapsed into un- 
consciousness shortly after the terrible 
evont, passed away in that state.

The "Queen" Patched Up at Alert 
Bay, Coutiuues Her Excursion 
Trip to Alaska. 



After an oxtremoly unpleasant trip down 
from the. North, tho C. P. N. Company's 
steamer Danube, in command of Captain 
MyerB, arrived in port yeBterday morning. 
She reached Plumper Pass at 3 o'clock on 
Friday afternoon, but owing to tho fog 
which provailed sinco the day she left tho 
Skoena, Gho did not loavo there till morning. 
Oa the we'y down, between Altrt Bay and 
Seymour Narrows, two big forest fires were 
passed, the roaring of which could be dis- 
tinctly heard by those aboard ship. 

The Danube brought down a big oargo of 
salmon on this trip, there being in all 19,- 
755 cashes," besides .'iS barrelB and 30 
kits. A memo of the cargo follows :

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

To the Editor :— I havj read a groat deal 
for and agiinst the quality and quantity of 
water in Eik lake. Aldirmenand editors 
and correspondents havo expressed the boliof 
that there is plenty of water in Elk lake for 
all the way up to 100,000 population. The 
visitor to Elk lake would gather tho belief 
there wae plenty of water there for many 
thouaandB more than now inhabit Viotoria. 
However these lay opinions on the aubject 
are never taken or even considered when a 
work requiring the highest professional 
knowledge and oapaoicy is to bo car- 
ried out. I have seen it stated 
in both daily papers that former oity engin- 
eers havo made reports on Elk lake water 
supply. A sum was voted some time ago 
for a survey of the watershed and reservoir, 
so that the prosont city engineer might ro- 
port to tho Board of Aldermen. If a survey 
has been made, and I am given to under- 
stand that such is the ciae, has the city en- 
gineer reported J and if he has, why is it 
not given to tho public, together with thoeo 
termor reports ? The public would then 
have information to enable them to como to 
thoir own conclusions in the matter. It ia 
all very woll to make these goneral state- 
ments as to quantity, oto , but one would 
like to have an actual statement 
of tho extent of the watershed and tho 
storage capacity of Elk Lake; whether the 
former 1b of that extent that an inoreaae of 
tho storage facilities wonld render the sup 
p'y ample and increase tho pressure. No 
dati havo been given to the public upon 
which they cm baBO a reasonable opinion — 
all that they have had to guide them aro tho 
opinions of individuals who are no moro 
oompotont to speak with authority than a 
five year old child. Can you, Mr. Editor, 
inform myself and others who are anxious 
for the faots, why these various engineers 
reports are not publiehed. Is there too 
mnoh" truth in tho current rumors that 
all of them point to the fast that the quan- 
tity is not there for a population larger than 
Victoria's present number, and that without 
costly machinory and labor, tho pressure is 
also too small for fire protection 7 It would 
be folly indeed to vote a largo sum for tho 
purification of tie water, only to discover 
in a few years that the supply was insuffi- 
cient, and that It would be necessary to be- 
gin all over sgain on some other source. I 
lully believe that tho public will cheor- 
fully vote every dollar that may 
be necessary to improve E k lake if it can 
be shown that suoh an expenditure will free 
Vic'oria, from tho reputation of having an 
insufficient and |impure water Bupply. But 
the publio want facts and not editorial, 
a'dorinanic or any othor kind of fiction in 
order to induce them to vote the money to 
bo BBkod for on the 8 .h of tho present month' 
Common Sense.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

To the Editor: — In your issue of Aug. 
31 it, 1 see a letter from "Ratepayer" 
headed "The Water Supply;" I indorse all 
containod in same, as I know from experi- 
ence tho water of Beaver Lake to be good, 
and all that is required are new filter bods 
in addition to thoso already in existence but 
not used. 

In the year 1883 I had the honor of re- 
presenting Johnson St. ward in the coun- 
cil under the very worthy and able Mtyor 
Chas. E. Redfern. In the beginning of our 
termofofiice complaints about the water were 
roceivedwhich on investigation were found to 
bo well-grounded. Thereport from the water- 
works commissioner was that owing to 
the increasing population it was impossible 
to meet the requirements of the oity- As a 
result wo undertook the conversion of tho 
old receiver into a new filter bed which in- 
creased tho filtering capacity nearly three 
fold at a ooBt of only §6 .330. 

In my humble estimation what was appli- 
cable as a remedy then is doubly bo now for 
our water is not filtered at all. Construct 
more fitter beds. Keep the lake as clean as 
possible by taking out the floating islands, 
old stumps, etc. Keep a staff of men at 
work tbe year round cleaning the filtering 
material, and for Borne time to come, I 
think few complaints will be heard of im- 
pure water. 

During the year 1883 the receipts from 
thia Bource were $3,500 in exceBa of tho 
amount derived (the [preceding year, show- 
ing the great.value to the city ut this pro- 
perty, which, with judicious management, 
can yet be made both pure and a souroa of 
great revenue to the city.

water from the lako would be sufficient for a 
city, Bay, double tho size of Victoria ; that 
it would take an exprnditure of three hun- 
dred thousand dollars to pirtially purify tho 
wator trom tho lake and to Bupply it to tho 
ci r y with odiquate prespure. 

I am also told, on good authority, that 
there ia dolicious puro water ulroady laid on 
to tho very door of tho city ; that it can bo 
delivered to tho citizms without any extra 
oxpondituro ; that there is ample pressure, 
from this source, to Bupply tho highest 
points in Victoria ; that the r.upply of this 
puro water is pract ioally intxhauBtible and 
that there is actual'v mi agitation on foot to 
supply thia hoaliii giving fluid to tho citi- 
rons in lieu of the present liquid homo of 
bacilli !

LABOR DAY. 



Labor Day ib a new holiday and there are 
many, no doubt, who do not know exactly 
what it meana. It is intended, we pre- 
sume, by Betting the day apart, to do honor 
to Labor. It is fitting tbat men everywhere 
should hold Labor in high esteem. Every 
thing that men have in thi.s world that ia 
worth anything is the product of labor — 
labor of the hand or of tho head. It soema 
to be one of tho laws of nature that men 
should work for what they have. Nature 
furnishes them with the raw material and 
they must, by labor, got almost everything 
e'se for themaelveB. 

There aro aome people who talk about 
the " curBe of labor." Is it a curse Is 
it bad for men that they must 
exercise tho powers of their bodies 
and their minda to get nearly every- 
thing that their nature needs and 
oravea for - : K men had nothing to do, if 
they oould get everj thing thoy required by 
merely wishing for it, would thoy be aa 
happy aa they are ''. What healthy-minded 
man would lose the pleaaure of doing things 1 
What pleasure is purer or gives more Batia- 
faction than that which ia obtained from 
exorcising the powers of our bodies or our 
minda for some useful purpose ? This la a 
pleaaure about which very little ia said, but 
it ia one which all who have endeavored to 
do anything useful have felt. Beaidea the 
enjoyment there ia in the exercise of the 
powers of the mind and the body, that exer- 
cise ia tho only way of developing them. 
Withcul labor mon and women would lead 
a dreary animal existence, and they would 
bo uaoleas, unformed creatures, 

When we see what Labor haa done for 
men and for the world in which they live, 
it is wonderful that they should have 
allowed bo many centuries to pass without 
aotting apirt a day in its honor. Labor, 
Btrenuous labor, continued through cen- 
turies, has transformed the savage, clad in 
akina and living in cavos, into tho civilized 
man who haa conquered tho earth and who 
makes all parta of tho world minister to his 
necessities. It haa changed him from a 
wild creature, only a little above tho brutoa 
in intellectual power, into a high-minded 
philosopher or a deep-thinking man of 
Bcience, who haa by hard and peraiBtent 
labor wrung from Nature hor dooply-hiddon 
aoorota and mado hor forcoa obodienb to hia 
will. Should not Labor then be held in 
high honor? Not ono particular kind of 
labor, but all kiuda, for thoy have been all 
necessary to tho progresa and tho happiness 
of mankind. 

Somo men in these days have unfortun- 
ately taken a very narrow view of Labor, 
and placod it boforo the world in a way 
which ia not oonduoivo to ita true intoroBts. 
Tho only labor which thoy have recogni/.od 
ia labor with tho handB, and they have still 
further narrowed it down to tho manual 
labor which worka for wages. Thoy have 
virtually excludod from tho sphere of labor 
tho very largo class of laborers who aro their 
own omployera. There aro millions of auoh 
laborers in tho world, and thoy 'work aa 
hard, livo aB sparingly, and enduro as much 
as tho wago-workcrs. It will never do, 
in this continont of America particularly, 
to withhold from this olftM of labor- 
era tho mood of hono: which in 



their due, for it ia they chiefly who have 
mado thiB oontinenb what it is. They have 
redeemed it from the wilderness, made its 
pathless foreata and boundless plains tho 
home of oivilizod men. Thoy ha>vo in great 
part built its citioa and aupplied the meana 
to oonatruct ita great public worka and to 
carry out ita stupendous private enterprises. 
To these courageous indomitable worker8 
the inhabitants of this continent, north and 
south, are primurily indebted for nearly all 
the good things they erjoy. It is beoauso 
these hardy pioneers labored so hard and 
with such good results that there i« to-duy 
work for tho H-ogo-earnors on this oontinent, 
Then somo of the advocates of Labor, ob 
it i'b represented to be by many, in these 
days, have boon moat industrious in propa- 
gating tho idea that Labor ondCapit ilaru tto 
natural onomies of each other, and that 
their relation to oaoh other is and muBt of 
necessity be one of antagonism. This teaoh- 
ing '.is exceedingly hurtful and has dono 
and is doing much harm. Every man who 
thinks must aco that capital and labor oro aa 
necessary to oach other aa tho right hand to 
the left, or aB the head ia to the hand. 
Labor without Capital would bo in a woreo 
condition than a ono-armed man, and Capi- 
tal without Labor would bo unproductive. 
It may bo true that the proper relation be- 
tween them haa not yet been discovered, 
but It oloar that whatever it iB, it ia not that 
of warfare. On the contrary it must, if 
society ia to advance, bo ono of friondlinoaa 
and mutual helpfulness Each haB ita 
rights which ahould be cheorfully recognized 
and roapoctod by tho other. There uro 
indications tbat Capital and Labor are far 
on the way to a good understanding, that 
peaceful counsela are prevailing, and that 
the day iB opproaching when the unaeemly 
and ruinous conteBta which tho world has 
latoly witneeaed will bo lookod back upon 
with a shudder as a bad dream or as the 
frightful miatake of deluded, ill-advised and 
over-excited men. 

Tho antagonisms and the diaturbancea 
which we all deplore oro not tho roaulta of 
the Labor which Labor Day is established 
to honor. Thoy are, indeed, oppoBod to its 
spirit. Labor haa been from the firat bene 
ficent and humanizing. It haa always had a 
useful object and ita achievemonta have been 
for the good of the human race. It haa been 
disturbed by wars and commotions, and they 
have often frustrated its plans. But when 
peaco waa restored, it quietly and cour- 
ageously resumed its operationa, built up 
what war had pulled down and restored the 
places which it had made desolate. Labor, 
then, proporly understood and rightly ap- 
preciated, ia worthy of oil honor, and it is 
devoutly to bo hoped that those who have 
entertained mistaken notions of its nature 
and ita objecta will, bifore very long, see it 
in its truo light and learn from it all that a 
diapaeaionate contemplation of the benefits 
it haa conferred on mankind ia deaigned to 
teach,

0:i whoae authority 
is thiB estimate mode ? The Bum of $350,000 
waa first proposed. Who cut it uown to 
5150,000, and for what rouaou ? Tiio City 
of Victoria cannot afford to go on guessing 
about tho coat of improving ita water sup 
ply. It wants sound udvioo based upon 
special kuowlodgo and long experience.

THE RELIEF COMMITTEE. 

Wo are glad to see that Mayor Hoy, of 
New Westminster, has in an admirable 
letter placed the labors of tho Fraser River 
relief committee in thoir true light. That 
committee has been doing excellent work, 
and we have good reaaon to believe that it 
has done it judiciously and well. The only 
fault that we have to Gad with it is that it haa 
boon too unostentatious and too unassuming 
It is quite true that an individual when he 
relieves the distressed should not let hia 
right hand know what his left hand does, 
but we, though Dot a theologian by any 
means, are decidedly of opinion that thia 
rulo doea not apply to public relief com- 
mittees, particularly when the dis- 
tress is urgent and when it ii 
likely to continue for eome time 
The committee would havo been wiao if ii 
had mado a free use of printer's ink and bad 
let the community know pretty often what 
it was doing and what thore was still to do. 
It should havo kept on reminding the com- 
munity of its existonco and of its work. 
Mr. Lewis, tho faithful and indefatigable 
secretary of tho committee, might have 
blown hia own trumpet and that of tho com 
mittee cow aud again without laying him 
self open to tho charge of being too fond of 
publicity. Tho public needs to bo rominded 
of what it ought to do in cases like this of 
the Fraaer River distress, It is generous, 
but it is apt to be forgetful. Now that 
Mayor Hoy haa broken tho ico und corrected 
tho false impressions that had been made, it 
ia to bo hoped that he or Mr. Lewis, or 
some ono oIbo acquainted with tho condition 
of tho poople in tho valley of the Fraser will 
let the publiu know how thty aro situated, 
what is the oxtout of tho diatresa, and what 
is needed to reliovo it.

Tho week in Bociety circles has been a 
quiet ono. The Knights of Pythias have 
eagerly scanned tho daily diBpatohes from 
Washington, D C . where tho meeting cf tho 
aupremo lodge ia in sosaion. Thousands of 
delegates are present and tho whole affair is 
ono of the greatest society demonstrations 
tho world has witnessed in many yours. 
Tho Supremo Lodge received a report yes- 
terday ftom tho committee to draft a new 
ritual for tho uniform order, and made it a 
special order for n»xt Tuesday. Tho dis- 
cussion of a proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution which will eatablish a judicial body 
analagoua to o aupromo court, empowered to 
decide disputes over the constitution, ab- 
sorbed meet of tho day. 

It is understood that the committee of 
five, to which was delegated the investiga- 
tion of tho membership in tho fratornity of 
liquor dealers and burtendorB, will report in 
favor of an umendment to tho constitu- 
tion, which will provent tho futuro admis- 
sion of such peraons, although not affecting 
tho standing of those who have beon initi- 
ated. 

Tho committee in charge of tho question of 
permitting the printing of the ritual in 
German gave hearing to tho representatives 
of Western Gorman lodges, but hua not yet 
reported.

" I am eurpriaod and diaappointod at tho 
failuro of the different orders to take the 
mattor up, and I believe tho general publio 
will remember the thing end take occasion 
to return the compliment. The societies are 
always seeking public patronago and public 
favor, and get it to a liberal extent, in the 
way of picnicB, exoursionB, bulla and entor- 
tainments. But here a publio matter ia up, 
they aro BBked to assist, and it Bcems im- 
possible to got them to do a single thing." 

" Tho committeeman who gave utterance 
to the abovo expression of opinion would 
seem to have a rather exalted opinion of 
himself and the association ho represents, 
if he thinks for a moment that tho ' general 
publio ' will bo at all troubled regarding 
the failuro of tho various societies to 
parade thomselvea for the benefit of the 
agricultural exhibition. Individually, a 
majority of them will doubtless attend if 
tho show provo worthy of their patronage ; 
but as societies they aro banded together 
for very different objects. To suy that 
1 the societies are always seeking publio pat- 
ronage und public favor ' is to either ignor- 
antly or wilfully misstate the case. Enter- 
tainments given by secret and benevolent 
organizations in this city are ueually freo 
to members and their friends ; and if a 
small charge is occasionally made to cover 
expenses, full value iB given for their monoy 
to thoBO attending. In tho matter of excur- 
sions, the rate is always bo low that all who 
can are only too eager to avail themselves of 
the opportunity to enjoy a pleasant trip at a 
trifling cost, and the difficulty haB been — 
particularly with the I O O.F. oxcureionB — 
to get a bout large enough to accommodato 
all who wanted to go. Besides, in a city 
like Victoria, whoro ao large a porceutago of 
the male population belong to some secret 
and benevolent order — and many to two or 
three, and all financially Bound —it seems 
absurd to hint at what the general publio 
may or may not do to them some tirr.o in the 
dim and distant futuro. Hopirg you will

Columbia Kxliiblts and Excursions.

EZ ETA'S TftlAL, 

No Witnesses Have Arrived by the 
Last Steamer From 
Panama- 



The General's Anxiety for His Wife 
and Children Adversely Com- 
mented Upon. 

Sa.n Francisco, Sept. 1 —It was expected 
that the Paoifio Mail steamship Acupulco, 
from Panama and way portB, would bring a 
number of witnesses against Antonio Ezeta 
and his oompauions but there waa not a sin- 
gle paaaengor from Salvador. The steamer 
did not touch at La Libortad where tho fever 
is raging but she put in atLi Union and 
Aoajutla and other ports of the ropublic. 
Had any passengers intended coming from 
the capital of Salvador they would have em- 
barked at Aoajutla from which port the 
railroad ruus direct. The steamer brought 
no late news concerning the epidemic of 
rernicosia which has been spreading through 
the country for the p»Bt several months. 
The disoaBe may have prevented the 
government's witnesses from leaving. 

Dr. CalderoD, Salvadorean consul, prc- 
fesBes to be amused at General Antonio 
Ezota's anxiety over the welfare of his 
children, and asserts that all that has been 
aaid on the subject in but part of a plan to 
create sympathy for the late vice-president 
of that republic. Dr. Calderon aeBerts that 
dozens of the leading and moat influential 
Salvadorean residents of San Francisco have 
received invitations from Ezeta to cull upon 
him at his apartments. "lie wants to eain 
their friendship," he said, " that they may 
be enlisted in the service of denying all the 
Btories of his cruelty and barbarity now in 
circulation. But not a solitary person has 
responded to the. invitation. He keups his 
hair from hiding a bullet wound on his 
head, and when he goes into courc on Tues- 
day people will say, 'Poor man.' He would 
have the publio believe that his children 
have been brutally maltreated or ruthlessly 
alain by President Guttierez Let me in- 
form you that he is the uncle of these 
children, and it is not to be feared that they 
will be maltreated. 

" The uncle of Ezeta married a cousin of 
President Guttierez. ThiB ia tho relation- 
ship between them. I am credibly informed 
that they are In charge of Dr, Lemus, who is 
secretary of finance under Guttierez. He is 
» gentlo and kind hearted man. Hla three 
daughters are now attending school &t the 
Sacred Heart convent in Oakland. Ezeta 
need have no fears as to the safety of his 
children. They are being well looked after. 
EzJta has had considerable to Bay about 
Guttierez Let me tell you something that 
he forgot to mention. When Carlos Ezeta 
deserted his brother and got out of Salvador 
on his chartered steamer he left his wife 
behind. He thought of nothing but 
his own safety. His wife was stopping with 
her father, Marroqutn, and when she learned 
that Carlos bad deserted her and left the 
oountry, Bhe started for La. Libertad with 
her father in the hope of overtaking him. 
She slid Bhe thought it was her duty to fol- 
low her huBband. One would think that if 
Guttlerez'd character was as black us Ez-ta 
has tried to paint it, he would hs vo harassed 
the ex President's wife. He did nothing|of 
the kind. His entire staff accompanied 
her to La Libertad and showed her such 
consideration and kindneBS that Marrcquin, 
her father, was provoked to remark that ho 
thought Guttierez the moBt courtooua gen- 
tleman in Salvador.''

A WAITRESS SCHO'CiL 



Unique nnd Suecimfiil Enterprise In Jfcw 
York City. 

A school for tho training of waitresses 
is a unique mid successful Now York 
enterprise. It is under tho patronage of 
some three dozen women of tho Four 
Hundred, who personally instruct the 
classes and financially sustain tho enter- 
prise. Tho idea originated with Miss 
Campbell, a young, pretty, low voiced 
teacher of tho West Sido Day Nursery 
and Industrial school. She was impress- 
ed by the great numbers of young wom- 
en who had many hours of leisure thoy 
might employ profitably if they know- 
how. The matter was finally brought to 
tho attention of a wealthy woman who 
had difficulty in securing competent 
waitresses. Sho volunteered to furnish 
tho china, silver, glass and cutlery wn;\ 
essential to the equipment of n first class 
private dining room. Young society 
matrons skilled in the art of entertain- 
ing readily consented to lend their serv- 
ices ns teachers, and with a half dozen 
willing but thoroughly inexperienced 
women as pupils classes for the training 
of waitresses were opened. 

Not every woman can bo a successful 
waitress, however much she may desire 
or labor to that end. Success in this as 
in almost every calling depends largely 
on natural aptitude. A woman natural- 
ly slovenly in personal habits, heavy 
and awkward in movement can never 
hope to beoomo a successful waitress. 

Tho first class comprises the pantry 
women. Simple and menial as dishwash- 
ing may seem, comparatively few know 
how to wash dishes properly, while the 
wiping of glassware is an art in itself, 
This is tho first step in the pantry wom- 
an's curriculum. Then follows instruc- 
tion ns to tho nso of various dishes in 
various courses. Tho glasses used in the 
service of different wines and tho timo 
to servo them ore explained. The pan- 
try woman is taught to identify wines. 
Sho is also initiated into salad making. 
Tho manipulation of innumerable salad 
dressings is at her fingers' ends before 
sho enters tho second class, where she 
assumes, under the direction of a skilled 
waitress, charge of tho dining room. 
Hero pantry women aro taught the cor- 
rect setting of a table for breakfast, 
lunch or dinner. Complete charge of a 
dining room, without carving, covers 
tho third stage, while in tho fourth, 
which includes carving, tho waitress 
completes her training. 

Tho school is conducted upon n thor- 
oughly practical basis. Costly lunches, 
breakfasts and dinners were served at

tho school during its tentative year. 
The society instructors were tho critical 
guests. First class viands are always 
used, and the cost involved is no small 
sum. At tho close of the first year the 
school had about two dozen women, 
whom it did not hesitate to send the fal- 
lowing season into the most fashionable 
and fastidious houses. The success of 
the training was apparent at once. The 
school has never advertised, nor does it 
desire to, so large aro the demands now 
made by fashionable women. 

In case waitresses ore sent for to sup- 
ply temporary needs they generally ar- 
rive at the houso of entertainment two 
hours in advance and remain about two 
hours after the service, restoring every- 
thing to its proper place. A pantry wo- 
man earns $1.60, while the skilled wait- 
ress receives $3 for a single engagement, 
A small percentage to cover tho expense 
for making out bills, car fare, etc., is 
deducted by the school. The remainder 
is the waitress'. All instruction is gra- 
tuitous. At tho height of the season a 
skilled waitress can count on a daily 
engagement, whilo from two to four a 
week are almost certain from October 
to June. 

Many wealthy families givo their 
head servants in summer a vacation of 
two or three weeks. In their absence the 
mistress frequently applies to the school 
for a substitute. In this manner more 
than ono woman has found a steady 
position at a salary many an intellectual 
breadwinner might well envy. 

Any defect uf manner or service, at 
the request of tho directors, is reported 
to Miss Campbell. A reproved waitress 
is nover sent a second timo to a house 
in which she has given offense. This 
discipline is rarely demanded. The 
most flagrant case was that of a pretty, 
skillful waitress who persisted in join- 
ing in the laughter of tho guests, to the 
chagrin of the hostess. 

To be in good form waitresses and 
footmen must ever assume the under- 
takers' gravity of deportment. "It 
would be difficult to estimate," said 
Miss Campbell in response to my query, 
"how much a competent waitress can 
earn in a year. It's more or loss uncer- 
tain. Like doctors and lawyers, ouch 
waitress builds up her own patronage. 
Often wu have two and three calls the 
same day for the same waitress. Sue- 
cess lies as much in tho personality as 
the skill of the woman. All our pa- 
trons want tall, slender, pretty wait- 
resses, and here lies our greatest dtfll- 
culty. " The waitresses wear black 
dresses, white linen rolling collars and 
cull's and long white aprons.

Both boatB gybod as they 
crossed the line. Tho Vigilant had tho loe 
and crosBed the starting line at 1.30.10. 
The Satanita crcssod at 10 30 21, Both had 
their jick-yarderB and jib topsails Bet and 
had a freo rouch to port for Tororoas, whioh 
they rounded in this order : 

VigiUnt— 11 09 45 ; 

Satanita— 11.11.50. 

On this Btretch the Vigilant had gained 
one minute and fifty-four seconds, aud she 
was 205 seconds ahead in rounding tho mark. 
The Vigilant hold up to the eastward and 
the Satanita kept well in towards Buck- 
wood, where the wind hauled eastwardly. 
At this poiut it was impossible to ace tho 
yachts on account of the haze, and they 
were not timed as they rounded tho oaBt 
buny. 

Upon emerging from the thick hazo, after 
roudding the east mark, it waa seen that the 
Satanita, being closer inshore, wus getting 
better wind than the Vigilant, and was 
gainit g upon the American boat. She con- 
tinued to gain, and handily passed the 
centreboarder on the run home for tho first 
round. Both boats gybed to round tho 
commodore's boat, which they did aa fol- 
lows : 

Satanita- 12 ;i:.:08. 

Vigilant— 12 35:49. 

From the time of rounding TorcrosB until 
the rounding of tho commodore's bout, tho 
Satanita had gained 2 minutes and -10 sec- 
onds on the c intre-boarder, and upon hear- 
ing away for Torcoaa on the second round 
wus 43 seconds ahead of the Amorican. 

It was again a free roach for Torcroas. Oa 
this reach the Vigilant overhauled and 
paBBcd the Satanita and in rounding the 
i'orcrosa markboat was 2 minutes and 4 
Beconds ahead. Tho Vigilant gained "2 min- 
utes 45 seconds in the reach to Torcjoes. 
Both boatB held inshore tho beat to the oast 
boat, the VigiUnt increasing her lead, but 
later both ran into a oalm on the eastward 
tack, »Dd a repitition of yeatorday'a failure 
to mako a race was atsured. 

Shortly after rounding Torcroas, the Vigi- 
lant disappeared in the huze, heading to 
the eastward for the Bccond markboat, and 
the Satanita, wh'ch appeared to be about 
three miDuleu behind, waa also lost sight of 
soon afterwards. After being out of sight 
about an hour the Vigilant came into view 
again, being in a bretzj from the west, and 
made, close hauled, for tho commodore's 
boat. The Satanita appeared in eight but 
afterwards gave up the race, signalled for a 
tow and waa brought home. Tho Vigilant 
carried sail until ahe reached a point within 
200 yardB of tho commedore's boat. She 
then hove to and took in hor head sails. 
After a short time Bhe set them again, bub 
lay still making no attempt to reach the 
commodore'B boat. The committee decided 
tho raco in favor of tho Vigilant.
